JOHANNESBURG, South Afri- 
ca, Feb. 15 (AP) — About 1000 
policemen and troops today be- 
gan moving a second group of 
Negro families from Sophiatown, 
a condemned settlement on Jo- 
hannesburg’s outskirts. The 
movement began last Wednes- 


y. 
In a raid before dawn today, 
30 persons were arrested. The 
authorities said they were caught 
helping some families, due to be 
removed later in the day, evade 
eviction by moving elsewhere in 
Sophiatown. Charges of theft 
and housebreaking were lodged 
against the 30. 

When Prime Minister Johannes 
Strijdom’s armed bailiffs sur- 
rounded the area, most Negro 
families packed their belongings 
and quietly piled them in army 


They were taken to new homes 
in Meadowlands, built 14 miles 
outside this city under the Gov- 
ernment program to sort out and 
separate South Africa’s white, 
black, Asian and mulatto color 
groups. A total of 150 families 
was moved there last week. 

Government wrecking squads 
destroyed the vacated Sophia- 
town houses to prevent homeless 
squatters from taking over.

1, Exposure to radiation on 
the outside of the body can be 
reduced “by taking shelter and 
by simple decontamination meas- 
ures.” 

He listed such measures as 
seeking shelter—in a structure 
of any kind but preferably in a 
brick or stone house, or an old- 
fashioned cyclone’ cellar—and 
thorough bathing of any exposed 
parts the body, plus a change 
of clothing. 

2. While two other possible 
hazards exist’ from radiation— 
one from swallowing or inhaling 
radioactive~ particles, and an- 
other fronf effects on the body's 
heredity carrying cells —#in 
“neither case is there reason to 
believe that weapons testing 
programs of the United States 
have resulted in any serious 
public hazard.” 


’ Fallout a Prime Menace. 
By the United Press. 


Fallout is the rain of intense- 
ly radioactive particles, each 
bearing invisible danger, which 
sifts down over a wide area after 
a nuclear explosion. The ad- 
vent of the H-bomb made fall- 
out a prime menace of the atomic 
era and forced Civil Defense of- 
ficials to revise all disaster 
planning based on A-bomb ef- 
fects. 

The AEC said it was publish- 
ing general data on the H-bomb’s 
radioactive threat because “‘nu- 
clear weapons are in possession 
of the U.S.S.R.” 

The AEC said fallout might 
reveal itself as something re- 
sembling fine snow—if the par- 
ticles were large enough. 
it might be invisible, detectable 
only by Geiger counters. 

In event of exposure to fall- 
out, the AEC warned against use 
of foods or liquids that might 
contain “hot” particles. 

Prompt decontamination meas- 


ures “will greatly reduce the 


possibly 20 miles from the point | danger” to exposed persons.

It pointed out that normally 
many persons in the fallout area 
would be indoors or otherwise 
sheltered to some extent.

A brick or stone house would 
reduce it further. The average 
basement would cut the radia- 
tion level to about one-tenth the 
outside intensity, and an old- 
fashioned cyclone cellar with a 
three-foot earth covering would 
cut it to about one-five thou- 
sandth. 

A Senate subcommittee on 
Civil Defense announced today 
that it will hear public testi- 
mony next Tuesday on the dan- 
gers of “fallout” from atomic 
and hydrogen bombs. Civil De- 
fense Administrator Val Peter- 
son, Dr. Willard F. Libby, AEC 
member, and defense mobiliza- 
tion officials will appear.

He said it comes within the 
provisions of the new Missouri 
Constitution and “is the same 
as the Senate rule which has 
been in force for several years.” 

Fought by Jones. 

Representative A. Clifford 
Jones (Rep.), Clayton, fought 
the change and submitted an 
amendment which would have 
required recording of the vote 
of each committee member, as 
has been the custom in the 
House since adoption of the 
Constitution in 1945. 

“It is necessary to make the 
rules eonform with the Consti- 
tution,” he asserted. “Just be- 
cause the Senate has chosen to 
disregard it and the Missouri 
Supreme Court has said it could, 
I do not see how we can hon- 
estly ignore the mandate of the 
people. 

“Are we men, or cheap poli- 
ticlans up here? Certainly, we 
should not be afraid for the 
people to know how we vote on 
any issue. The people are en- 
titled to know.” 

The Jones amendment was 
defeated by a straight party 
vote of 77 to 50. 

One of the rules adopted fixes 
March 15 as the final date for 
introduction of bills other than 
appropriation measures. The 
Senate earlier fixed March 1 as 
the final date for introduction 
of bills in the upper house. 

The House passed a dozen 
bills today, most of them pnon- 
controversial in nature, within 
an hour and a half, The meas- 
ures now go to the Senate. 

One, passed over some oppo- 


sition, would exempt “trade-in” 


The measure was passed by 
a vote of 133 to 5. 

Another measure which ran 
into token opposition would pro- 
vide a salary increase of $800 
a year for presecuting attorneys 
in counties having less than 
30,000 population. The increases 
would be applicable to incum- 
bent office holders because of 
“additional duties” imposed. 

Majority Floor Leader Omer 
H. Avery opposed the measure, 
pointing out it was the first of 
a series of bills to provide sal- 
ary incre or county officers. 
He attacked the imposition of 

“additional duties” as a “worn 
out subterfuge.” 

The bill was passed 81 to 55. 

Other bills passed included: 
One to increase the probation- 
ary od of state highway 
patrol troopers from six months 
to a year, another to increase 
the number of referees em- 
ployed in the workmen's com- 
pensation program from 12 to 
14 and provide salary increases 
for them. 

A measure which would have 
prohibited the sale or discharge 
of fireworks, except for speci- 
fied hours the day before and 
on July 4, was voted down, One 
member warned it even would 
prevent use of buzz-bombs 
against starlings. The vote was 
52 for to 56 against, with 79 
favorable votes required for 
passage. 

Bills Introduced. 

Among bills introduced yes- 
terday in the House was one 
which would extend the 5 per 
cent gross receipts tax on box- 
ing and wrestling exhibitions in 
Missouri to the sale of televi- 
sion rights.

Under present law such homes 
are all operating under a single 
set of regulations, he pointed 
out, adding that homes caring 
for old people, who are active, 
need not be as strictly regulated 
as those caring for persons who 
néed regula. medical attention.

BILL WOULD SET UP 
SPECIAL GRAND JURY 


Mrs. Walsh Offers Measure} 
for Investigative Body at 
Dowd’s Request. 


A special St. Louis circuit 
court grand jury to conduct 
major investigations would be 
authorized under a bill intro- 
duced in the Missouri House 
yesterday by Representative | 
Jennie S. Walsh (Dem.), St.) 
Louis, at the request of Circuit | 
Attorney Edward L. Dowd. | 

The special grand jury would 
be impaneled on Feb. 1 of each 
year for a 12-month term, It 
could be continued in session for 
additional one-year periods at 
the discretion. of the court, on | 
written application of the cir- | 
cult or prosecuting attorney. 

“Purpose of the measure,” 
Dowd said, “is to make available 
a grand jury whose term is suf- 
ficiently long to enable it to 


conclude major investigations.” | 


He said he had in mind such 
inquiries as those concerning 
corruption in the Board of Al- 
dermen, the operation of the city 
dog pound, and the elimination 
of railway crossings. 

If the ‘proposed measure be- 
came law, Dowd said, the five 
regular grand juries impaneled 
in the course of the year, each 
of which has a_ two-month 
tenure, would take care of 


routine court matters while the | 


' 


special jury-remained free for 
special investigations. 

Down that various 
phases of the aldermanie {nvesti- 
gation, which resulted in indict- 
ments against two aldermen, had 
been presented to four separate 
grand juries last year. 

“Some of these investiga- 
tions,” he observed, “are so 
complicated that it is better to 
avoid having to pass them from 
one grand jury to the next.” 

The -proposed measure, apply- 
ing to St. Louis only, was rec- 
ommended by the regular Sep- 
tember term grand jury in a 
report Dec. 6. This action was 
indorsed by the December term 
jury in its report of Few. 7. 

The St. Louis Crime Commis- 
sion approved Mrs. Walsh’s bill 
in a letter to her today from 
James W. Connor, operating di- 
rector of the agency. Connor 
cited excellent work done by 
long-term federal grand juries.

In their communications with 
Peiping, it is likely that the Brit- 
ish and Indian governments will 
warn the Communists that an 
attack on Quemoy, Matsu and 
other offshore islands presently 
occupied by the Nationalists 
could oblige the United States 
to stand by its ally—Nationalist 
China. 

Howéver, a Foreign Office 
spokesman denied a news agency 
report from London to the effect 
that Britain told Moscow to ad- 
vise Peiping that the United 
States will fight to hold Quemoy 
and Matsu. 

The Times of London said to-

Chiang Saves Face 


Now that the Tachen islands have been evacu- 
ated by Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalist Chinese 
forces, eyes in the Far East are turning to Que- 
moy and Matsu. 

What will happen to these more important 
coastal islands which geographically and _ his- 
torically are part of the Chinese mainland? 

Will the Red Chinese drive the Nationalists 
out? If an attack is undertaken what if any help 
will Chiang's forces have? 

The refugee Generalissimo is already engag- 
ing in big talk about what he will do. Before 
the largest press conference on Formosa since 
he fled with his troops from the grasp of the 
Red Chinese in .1949, Chiang announced that 
“in no case” would Quemoy and Matsu be evacu- 
ated. He said: 

You newsmen fear the islands will not be 


jointly defended. But I think the matter is 
very clear. 


This reference to “joint defense” and other 
remarks by Chiang, Kai-shek make it quite clear 
that he either counts on United States military 
help at Quemoy and Matsu—or is trying to get 
us committed. 

Still earlier Nationalist Foreign Minister 
George Yeh had been quoted in the United 
States as saying this country was pledged to the 
defense of Quemoy and Matsu. When this quo- 
tation raised a furor, he’ said he had been mis- 
interpreted. 

Thus far President Eisenhower has declined 
to say that these Nationalist-held islands are 
vital to the defense of Formosa. 

It is only necessary to look at a map to see 
that Quemoy and Matsu are not necessary to de- 
fending Formosa. They are so close to the main- 
land that they might as well be capes or 
promontorie® 

If Formosa could not be defended with them 
in the hands of the Red Chinese then Formosa 
itself could not be defended. 

These islands in the hands of Chiang’s troops 
have three elements of importance in the con- 
tainment of the Communists. They are outposts 
from which Communist intentions can better be 
followed. They provide a forward position from 
which to harass Communist China's shipping. 
They are good for the morale of the Nationalist 
command which regards them as stepping stones 
to eventual recovery of the mainland. 

But so far as the United States is concerned 
they are more islands that are not worth involv- 
ing this country in a war. It is up to Chiang to 
decide whether he wants to hold them or to 
evacuate them and to conduct himself accord- 
ingly. His press conference bluster can be put 
down as oriental face-saving. 

As for reaction in this country to Chiang's 
statement, it is regrettable that Senator Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota, one of the Democrats on 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, has 
seen fit to issue warlike comment. Calling on 
President Eisenhower to define sharply United 
States policy with respect to Quemoy and Matsu, 
he says it may be necessary to throw the Air 
Force at the Chinese Reds if they launch an 
attack. 

This is the sort of remark that Senator Hum- 
phrey would do well to leave to Chiang’s chief 
senatorial apologist, Minority Leader Knowland. 
We are out of the Tachen woods and ¢here is no 
urgency about rushing into another crisis over 
islands that lie just off the mainland. 
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No Place for a Private Fund 

The St. Louis School Board's employe contact 
committee has adopted a bad policy with respect 
to the March 11 school tax election. The commit- 
tee has decided to solicit voluntary contributions 
from all school employes in an effort to raise 
an $18,000 campaign fund. 

Private citizens, business and civic groups 
also will be asked to contribute. But in the past 
it has proved extremely difficult to obtain 
money from” sources other than board employes, 
and there is no réason to think this year’s drive 
will be an exception. If a sizable fund is to be 
raised, most of it will have to come from the 
pockets of school employes, and this is not right. 

As we have said before, it is an insult to the 
employes to ask them to contribute to what is 
essentially a fund for assuring that public school 
services will not be cut. Moreover, it is not in 
the public interest. In this case the purpose of 
the fund is clearly good. It is conceivable, how- 
ever, that under different circumstances it 
might not be so good. 

The school tax problem is a public problem 
and public funds ought to be employed to explain 
it. The School Board may use public money to 
show why the tax rate must be retained at $1.15 
on the $100. The board has appropriated $15,000 
for this purpose. 

If the voters have the facts they are not likely 


to ignore the plain need: But if-they do it will, 


be their own children who will suffer. It is as 
simple as that. 
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Third Man Up in France 
A third candidate for French Premier, Chris- 
tian Pineau, is surveying the chances of form- 
ing the Fourth Republic’s. twenty-first govern- 
ment since the war. And the fourth man, Rene 


Mayer, is. already looking over his shoulder. In” 


this wobbly political situation there ought to be 
a grass-roots demand in France for constitutional 
reform. 

The enunciation of precise differences on the 
far right between Gaullists and Dissident Gaul- 
lists; the conservative variations between the 
Independents, the Peasants, the Popular Repub- 
licans and the Radicals, and the distinctions be- 


tween Socialists and the Democratic and Repub- , 


lican Social Union party on the anti-Moscow 
left may be intended to give French legislation 
a Cartesian clarity. But they really are the in- 
gredients of an impossible bouwillabaisse. Not 
even the Communists can be counted on. Every 
now and then they vote with the Gaullists. 
Obviously blocs must be formed to achieve 
anything like a parliamentary majority. But 
these combinations have been marked more by 
their internal differences than by an elevated 
spirit of co-operation. Premiers constantly have 
had to find different supporters to offset defec- 
tions. All of which has given the personal politi- 
cal adventurer almost unlimited scope. There is 
always a bet as to whether the premier falls on 
this vote or the next. 
Even Mendes-France, despite his dynamic 
pressure for decisions on issues which had been 
kept interminably in abeyance, could not survive 
on this shifting rgorass. He had acquired a pop- 
ularity akin to that of President Roosevelt in his 
first months in the White House. But this made 
little difference. The Assembly could overthrow 
him; and when French North African interests 
sounded the bugle, the No-voters rallied round. 
It would be different if the premier had more 
than theoretical authority to dissolve the As- 
sembly, or if the deputies would perforce give 
up their seats when throwing the premier out of 
his. Then the politicians would have to go to 
the people as in England. And they might hesi-

tate to appeal for votes on a record of political 
frivolity in a time of crisis. But for five years 
the Assembly is beyond effective check. 

So it is easy enough to understand why many 
Frenchmen regard their government and their 
politicians almost as aliens apart from the na- 
tional life. But aside from internal considera- 
tions, under such government France cannot 
maintain its proper position in world affairs. 
Without change if will become a stagnarit inter- 
national back-water. But the change can only be 
worked by Frenchmen.

Federal ‘Efficiency Chart 
In its first report on Government reorganiza- 


tion, the new Hoover Commission presents a 
kind of efficiency chart of how’ Government 


should operate, if it could operate according to © 


charts. 

At the top of this chart, under the President 
and Cabinet and their staffs, would be an “infu- 
sion” of a new group of politically-appointed of- 
ficers, ready to devise or defend Administration 
policy. 

Right under this echelon would. be a rfew, well- 
paid group of non-politically chosen career men, 
ready to administer the policies fram above in 
experienced fashion. 

In between the two groups, on the chart, 
there would be a sharp black line. It would di- 
vide the policy makers from the ‘administrators, 
the political leaders who come and go from the 
sub-executives who go on and on. 

Obviously the question which is going te con- 
cern Congress is just whftre to draw that sharp 
black line. 


Most citizens will agree with the commissjon- 


that such a clear “division of labor” does not 
now exist. The past two years have produced 
many Republican protests that there were too 
few jobs they could give to party faithfuls. And 
this was not the first time in history that frozen 
jobs had to be unfrozen, and some careers cut 
short and new ones launched in the “career’’ 
service. 

At present there is a wavy line somewhere 
between about 2,000,000 federal civilian jobs 
under civil service, and 315,000 jobs which are 
not. (When told of those jobs, Senator Everett 
McKinley Dirksen, Illinois Republican, said they 
sounded “like manna from heaven.”) 

A margin of 14 per cent for_political appoint- 
ment might seem generous enough. But many of 
these political posts, though classified as policy- 
making, are scattered through Government 
ranks and are not at the top echelon, where the 
Hoover group belleves they should be. 

There is sound reason to give the Chief Execu- 
tive an adequate staff of politically-loyal men to 
form and direct policy. At the same time the 
civil service system needs better delineation and 
protection, and not obliteration. 

Presumably the new Hoover report faces rigor- 
ous inspection from a Democratic Congress. But 
the nation will profit if the black line can be 
drawn to igi rayp the political command, yet 
protect the career service. That is the kind of 
chart with which an efficient Government could 
operate. 
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Insult to All Missouri 

The Democrats in the Missouri House of 
Representatives have turned the clock back 10 
years. They have adopted a so-called permanent 
rule that repeals the practice in the House of 
informing the public on how committee mem- 
bers vote on bills before them. To their credit 
the House Republicans stood strongly for the 
practice, under the 1945 Constitution, of report- 
ing the committee line-ups, 

How can any member of the party of Jeffer- 
son, who beMeved in the fullest possible informa- 
tion for the voters, justify a rule of secrecy 
around the killing of good bills and the indorse- 
ment of bad ones in committee? How can he?

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- "Postponed Again 

Two of the most serious tases in the history of 
the city’s government—the trials of Aldermen 
Ben Oliver and Walter W. Ziegenbalg on bribery 
charges—have been ‘postponed for still another 
time. : 

Circuit Judge William K. Koerner continued 
the cases until March 21 at the request of de- 
fense attorneys, to allow more time to rule on 
defense motions. This was done against the in- 
dignant personal protest of Circuit Attorney 
Edward L. Dowd. 

Some contihnuances in such important cases 
seem inevitable and Judge Koerner has been 


wise to permit full preparations on both sides. ° 


But the latest continuance is the sixth. These 
cases were first put on the docket last. Septem- 
ber. Four months or more would seem sufficient 
to ptt a case before a court. 

These bribery cases raise a grave question as 
to how representative our local government has 
been, and the quéstion should be cleared up one 
way or the other as soon as possible. 
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Supreme Over What? 

The free world could easily waste a good deal 
of time wondering what the ouster of six mem- 
bers of the Soviet Union's Supreme Court really 
means, for it does not mean very much. Russia's 
Supreme Court is not supreme“in anything ex- 
cept theory. 

The court members were, in fact, tossed aside 
by order of the Supreme Soviet. The Supreme 
Soviet seems to be fairly supreme, but not as 
supreme as its presidium, which in turn {is prob- 
ably Jess supreme than the executive committee 
of the Communist party, whose supreme being is 
the first secretary, Nikita Khrushchev. And ap- 
parently the house cleaning which Khrushchev 
led in the top level of government has now been 
carried down into ‘the chambers of the court. 

Under the Soviet constitution the Supreme 
Court represents the third branch of government, 
but its equality with the other branches does 
not even exist on the paper of that document. 
For the executive can fire the court, and has. 

Perhaps the best example of the power of 
Russia’s high court was the case of Lavrentia 
Beria, one of the ruling triumvirate after Stalin's 
death. He was tried and ordered executed by a 
military ‘court. There was no appeal. 

One thing is certain: the Soviet Supreme 
Court did not get into trouble for offering any 
minority opinions.

Under the National Defense Act, 
Ridgway is charged with that duty 
when he believes the President's judg- 
ment is wrong.

As matters now stand, the Congress 
must choose between the opposing judg- 
ments of two great soldiers on a strictly 
military issue. 

President Eisenhower personally or- 
dered the cutback. He said he had 
studied the effects and felt assured it 
could be done without increased risk. 
Now comes Ridgway saying that the 
reduction ordered in the Army will 
jeopardize national security and com- 
pel a world-wide reallocation of forces. 

From the contradiction it is clear 
the White House made the cut for bud- 
getary réasons and did not get a staff 
accounting from the Army of its im- 
pact, prior to-directing it.

Congress is right in asking the honest 
views of responsible generals and ad- 
mirals; and that the Administration is 
wise in permitting them to State their 
opinions in response-to questions. 

This is particularly important in the 
present instance because of the reported 
preliminary agreement in the Pentagon 
against broad cuts until the President 
himself reverted to the policy estab- 
lished last year. 

Quite possibly the reductions in Army 
manpower could be accomplished with- 
out harm to net military strength and 
flexibility. No layman can be sure in 
these matters. The opportunities for 
economy in overhead and supporting in- 
stallations have by no means been ex- 
hausted; and the continuing improve- 
ment in the percentage of combat 
strength to total strength—more than 
half the Army’s manpower is now in 
combat units—shows what is possible. 

Moreover, the Army manpower total 
does not necessarily have a direct bear- 
ing on the capacity for coping with the 
situation in and about Formosa even if 
land forces should become involved. A 
genuinely mobile force might serve just 
as well as a larger number of divisions 
as such. 

Nonetheless, we wonder whether, in

After scarcely 18 months of Russia’s 
highly touted “live better” program— 
big tax cuts for the peasants, a 3.2 per 
cent reduction in the defense budget— 
Moscow has reversed itself. The new 
defense budget is up 12 per cent. And 
in a four-hour speech the boss of the 
Soviet Communist party, N. S. Khrush- 
chev, condemns as virtual traitors those 
advocating. more consumer goods. 

This is a revolutionary change in so 
short a time. We hope nobody in Wash- 
ington misses its significance. It lends 
weight to the arguments of those Dem- 
ocrats (and Gen. Ridgway) who con- 
tend that this is no time to reduce the 
strength of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, as the new budget proposes to do. 

A bigger Russian war budget and new 
emphasis on heavy industry develop- 
ment is no more startling than the fig- 
ures on Communist bloc strength we 
already have. Secretary-General Lord 
Ismay of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization reported only last month 
that Russia and her satellites already 
have 6,000,000 men under arms and 
could put 400 divisions in the field 
within 30 days (our Army has 17 divi- 
sions, plus two fractions on paper). 

The Russians say they are taking 
steps because of “the tense interna- 
tional situation.” From where we sit 
it looks just as tense for us as they 
claim it is for them, even without For- 
mosa clouding up the immediate hor- 
izon. -It is time, in other words, for 
Gongress if, not the Administration, to 
have second thoughts—and better ones 
—on reducing instead of increasing our 
military strength.

When an officer of Gen. Ridgway’s 
standing openly opposes the planned 
reduction in the size of the Army, and 
says that the contemplated. cut would 
“jeopardize security to a degree,” he 
certainly is entitled to a most careful 
hearing. <A careful hearing, however, 


is not synonymous with acceptance. 


President Eisenhower pointed out 
that his problem is to devise a total 
armed force adequate to meet our min- 
imum security requirements, and which 
can be maintained for decades if neceés- 
sary at a reasonable cost. Many factors 
enter into this, not the least of them 
being Athe changing technological pic- 
ture, with its significant bearing on the 
national defense. 

Who is going to say that the Pres- 
ident, presumably supported by the 
other members of the Joint Chiefs, has 
erred in his estimate of manpower re- 
quirements? Certainly no layman, ig- 
norant of testimony given at closed ses- 
sions of congressional committees, is in 
any position to do so. Is Congress 
This is doubtful, 
to say the least, but at the same time 
Congress, through the appropriate com- 
mittees, must look into the matter. 

Perhaps the most one can expect is 
that there will be no partisanship, and 
no hasty judgments, on Capitol Hill.

A Century of Walt Whitman. 


THE SOLITARY SINGER: A CRITICAL BIOGRAPHY 
OF WHITMAN, by Gay Wilson Allen. _ 
Macminan Co., See pgs., $8.) 

The popularity of Walt Whitman ‘tell 
off in the late 1930s after a generation 
of Imagist and Federal poets had ¢éx- 
ploited his style. This reaction is still 
seen in the most popular textbook used 
today in teaching poetry in American 
colleges, a critical anthology bristling 
with scores of lesser poéts but without 
a line from Whitman who sired them all. 


In his own day, especially in his last 


_ years, Whitman was a paradox of honor 


and neglect. “I am destined to have 
an audience,” he once said. “There is 
little sign of -it 
now.” Yet even be- 
fore the Civil War 
“Leaves” were scat- 
tered far abroad 
and many Euro- 
pean critics hailed 
Whitman as_ the 
only authentie 
American singer. . 

More than 50 bl 
ographies have ap- 
peared on Whitman 
but he remains one 
of the most puzzling 
subjects to literary 
historians. H 1,8 
“self - puffery” 1 ; 
little room for biographers to add the 
own praises and from the outset he 2-44 
an easy target for deflation and fanciful 
gossip. In 1905, for instance, Henty 
Bryan Binns invented a New Orleats 
romance about the poet, an episode 
taken up and embellished by later writ- 
ers. Yet, as the author points out: ia 
“The Solitary Singer,” not ene fact has 
ever been found to support this story. 

Freighted with so many ‘sources, a 
biographer must be not only honest but 
accurate. Author Allen belongs to the 
new school of biographers who hold 
that a scientific sifting of facts tl = to 
the best appreciation of a subject. Here, 
with a good crust of history as on an.un- 
earthed coin, we see most of the poet's 
strengths and foibles. 


On the obverse side are Whitman’s 
devotion to family and friends, :}tis 
steady rounds of hospitals to visit Civil 
War .soldiers and the dogged vision 
which produced his great elegies and 
meditative poems. On the converse 
side are his total lack of critieal judg- 
ment about his own verse and his flue- 
tuating enthusiasms and opinions. 

Throughout, Allen proves that a hi- 
ography can be both factual and enter 
taining. No doubt the poet—himse 
an authority on “the biography famous” 
would marvel at this heavily docu- 
mented reconstruction of his life. After 
reading “The Solitary Singer” we are 
convinced that Whitman's masks were 
not hollow and that he has never really 
lost his place in the main stream .of 
American writing.

He identified them as Elmer 
Davis, news commentator and 
author; Marquis Childs, a Wash- 
ington correspondent for the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch; Editor 
James Wechsler of the New 
York Post, and Senators Henry 
Jackson of Washington, “Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Her- 
bert H. Lehman of New York, 
and James E. Murray of Mon- 
tana, all Democrats. 

Denies Seeking Loan. 

Matusow has denied he asked | 
a Senate investigator for a 
$1000 loan and saying he would 
raise some money “by hook or 
by crook.” 

Matusow conceded, however, | 
that he was nearly broke when 
he made a deal to write the | 
book. 

In answer to questions from | 
Lumbard, Matusow also acknowl- 
edged that after he signed an 
affidavit retracting testimony 
against 13 Communist leaders he 
was given a contract that in- 
creased his share of proceeds 
from the book.

OULD Socrates have signed 
the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence?. How about Musso- 
lini and John Locke? What do 


we mean by such wortis as . 


“state” and “liberty” and the 
phrase that “all men are created 
equal?” Do our concepts of li- 
berty change? What is the func- 
tion of government? 

Such thought provoking ideas 
are being tossed out and batted 
back and forth like intellectual 
ping-pong balls across libraries 
and meeting halls throughout 
our metropolitan area. The 
World Politics Adult Discussion 
Groups, sponsored by the St. 
Louis Council on World Affairs, 
Inc., and the Adult Educational 
Council of Greater St. Louis are 


‘under way for their spring ser- . 


ies. Many St. Louisans are find- 
ing it well worth the investment 
of a set of books and one eve- 
ning a week to talk over with 
fellow citizens such subjects as, 
“What are the causes of war?” 
and “Can Communism and 
democracy co-exist?” Like 
people in more than 100 other 
cities where discussions are 
being held, they are finding it 
stimulating to practice freedom 
by discussing it. 

A typical group is one that is 
holding its series of 10 meetings 
at Hanley Junior High School, 
North Hanley road, University 
City. Business men, engineers, a 
lawyer, a pediatrician, a teacher, 
housewives and college students 
make up the group. 

The Atlantic Charter was the 
subject of their first week's 
meeting and for the second ses- 
sion, which we attended, they 
discussed The State and The In- 
dividual. Discussions are based 
on readings in a three-volume 
set, “Readings in World Poli- 
ties,” and in this case including 
the Declaration of Independence, 
Plato’s Crito, selections from 
Mussolini’s “Fascism,” John 
Locke’s “Of Civil Government,” 
and the proceedings of the 
United Nations Commission on 
Human Rights. 

This particular group of read- 
ings made for an™ interestingly 
inter-related exchange of ideas. 
Take, for instance, the state- 
ment of Socrates that one is 
“child and slave” of the govern- 
ment he chooses. How would 
the signers of the Declaration 
have reacted to that? 

Or, “getting down to basic 
philosovhy,” as moderator J. E. 
Sigoloff suggested, why did the 
colonists feel they could throw 
off their government and Soc- 
rates fee] he couldn’t run away 
from his even though it meant 
his life. 

“Socrates felt he had direct 
participation in his government.” 
Mrs. J. B. Woods ‘answered. 
“The Declaration signers didn’t 
participate, they had no repre- 
sentation. That may not be un- 
derlying philosophy but it is a 
difference.”

done under similar circum- 
stances? Would he have signed 
the Declaration?” , 

“He'd have signed it and then 
taken over,” Mrs. Irvin Sheffer 
offered. 

“As a statesman and author, 
I don’t think he can be com- 
pated to Plato or the Signers,” 
said Mrs. Paul G. Lightbody. 
“His writings are weak. And he 
disregards the individual com- 
pletely.” 

“I dont think he’d have signed 
the Declaration, even for spuri- 
ous purposes,” Dr. Sol Londe 
said. 

It was agreed that liberty in 
“Fascism” meant only liberty of 
the state, that the individual was 
important “only so long as his 
interests coincided with the 
state.” 

* *« *¢ 
OW about Locke? co-moder- 
ator Herman Woebcke put 
in. “What did he think?” 

“Locke’s idea was that the 
state existed only for the hu- 
man being,” Mrs. Shefer pointed 


out. 

“Is that all Locke wrote? Were 
the rights of man most important 
in his mind?” asked Sigoloff. 

“It’s a matter of efficiency, 
too, isn’t it?” said Kurt Ho- 
henemser. “The more efficient 
preservation of property?” 

“Yes,” said Woebcke, “al- 
though we must understand 
when Locke uses the word prop- 
erty, he defines it as ‘lives, lib- 
erties, and estates.’ ”’ | 

There was some lengthy dis- 
cussion of why society organized 
even in primitive times. 

“{ don’t think the whole ques- 
tion of how society was organ- 
ized, from above or below, is 
important,” Hohenemser § said 
finally. “What is important is 


value. There are different values 
set up by different men. Musso- 
lini valued the state. Most of us 
value the individual. In. any dis- 
cussion of values you end up 
saying, ‘This is what I want.’ 
Isn’t that what we want to de- 
cide?” 

Discussion of values brought 
the group back to Plato and 
Socrates’ decision. Should he 
have saved his own life and de- 
serted his government? Ruth 
Olsen thought not. 

“I think he could have pre- 
served himself as a living breath- 
ing body but he was a man of 
principle and once he let down 
those principles he could no 
longer exist as Socrates. One 
of his basic philosophies was 
that you did not turn against 
anyone, even the state if it 
wronged you.” 

“Would Plato have been a 
revolutionary?” one of the mod- 
erators tossed out. “Would he 
have tried to change govern- 
ment?” 

“I think it’s a mistake to say 
that an individual with revolu- 
tionary ideas necessarily advo- 
cates force and violence,” Dr. 
Londe pointed out. 

“That's right,” Lightbody 
agreed. “Henry Ford had a 
revolutionary idea in the auto- 
mobile but no violence occurred 
—except perhaps in the horses 
that were frightened.” 

“I think you can compare 
Socrates better with Jesus than 
with the signers of the Decla- 
ration,” Lowell Sharpe ventured. 
“Jesus didn’t run away yet he 
was quite a revolutionary. He 
did his best to change things 
yet he said when in Rome do 
as the Romans do. He stayed 
and was crucified and did more 
for the Christian faith in the
